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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims recite a method comprising the 
reaction of an acid with a gaseous ethylene oxide and trimethylamine to form choline ascorbate at a lowered temperature. The '198 patent 
discloses a similar reaction occurring at a similar temperature. The difference being the specific acid, however these acids are common in 
the art and the result would be the same, salts of choline compounds. Applicant argues that a hot alcohol acid composition would raise 
the temperature, yet the crystallization of the '1 98 patent occurs from 0-5 degrees Celsius, meeting the limitations of the claims. For these 
reasons at least the claims remain obviated . 
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
